The amendment filed on 4 September 2009 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a 
non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). 

The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because: 

The originally presented claims (filed on 15 August 2008) include the subject matter: 

"an operational amplifier having a NON-INVERTTNG terminal coupled to a reference voltage, an INVERTING terminal coupled to 
the first terminal of the feedback resistor for receiving the fnst and the second currents" (see claim 20). 

However, the 4 September 2009 amendment reverses the inverting/'non-inverting tenninal connections: 

"an operational amplifier having an INVERTING terminal coupled to a reference voltage, a NON-INVERTING terminal coupled to 
the first terminal of the feedback resistor for receiving the first and the second currents" (see claim 20). 

Therefore, the 15 August 2008 claims and the 4 September 2009 claims are directed to two independent or distinct species. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species recite the mutually exclusive characteristics of such 
species. In addition, these species are not obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species due to their mutually exclusive characteristics. The 
species require a different field of search (e.g., searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would not likely be applicable to another species; and/or the species are 
likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appe^s to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) 
MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment.
